It is noted that the Broyles Bills are a series of legislation 
introduced into the Illinois Legislature that have as their purpose * 

the curtailment of the activities of the CP in the State of Illinois. 

The "Chicago Daily News", a daily newspaper in Chicago, 
Illinois, in the Red ^ Streak Edition of Karch 31, 1955> page 8, column 
2, reflected that Professor HAROLD UREf, in a speech given before the 
Illinois Committee of the Association of Conmerce and Industry at a 
luncheon at the University Club, Chicago, Illinois, on March 31, 1955* 
stated "The FBI is able to take care of subversives, i Nojp.ihez .aid Is 
Bieeded." UREJ stated the Broyles Bills will be used to investigate 
professors and will be a "source of annoyance to many people without 
any^ constructive ends at all." He asserted that the bills will inter- 
fer with the civil freedom of people as well as disturb the freedom 
of professors. He also stated "the internal Cosanunist threat is 
dj^erated beyond all bounds.
